wrecked Hie JiuanceQ of the nation.

Bjioke at gnat length on the questions of 
tho national currency, eilver tariff mid 
reciprocity.

no man lives who ever lost a siriule dol- 
lar by a national bank note. They tell 
ue, he eaid, that they want uiora money. 
Suppose that tho govfirnroeut of the

to whom would they pay those notes? 
The ;>°or man who needs more money 
would not get his share, but the people 
who hold governrneiit bouds aud govara- 
ment contractors, etc., woald get an in- 
creased value. In former times the 


- greatest circulation of bank notes at one 


time was about $200,000,000 or $300.000,- 
000, aud yet to-day there in ?1,132,000,000 
of paper money in active circulation. 
One would think that was enough, and 
when weiemember that U5 per cent, nnd 
in the city of Chicago 07 per cent of all 
payments are made in check and other 
commercial paper. It shows that money 
is only used iu an ordinary way by the 
people for marketing and the smaller 
transactions of life.

Money in good 
because the security is in the hands of 
the government. Every dollar ol this 
money is aafw, aud now the Demo- 
cratic party, which for thirty years haa 
done nothing but oppose the action of the 
Republican party, comes itt and demands 
a restoration of bad money.

liorts-Intercstiuff Services to 


Be Held Today. 


The Presbyterian mlnistere believe in 


early rifling and punctuality, which ac- 
counts for tbe holding of their meetings 
on schedule time. Tbe attendance at 
tbe synod yesterday morning was large, 
as usual, and considerable business was 
transacted. After devotional exercises 
lasting three-quarters of an hour, the 
minutes o! the meeting of the previous 
day were read and approved. 


The permanent committee on fljstoiii- 


atic beneficence made a report which 
was adopted. 


Tbe orders ot tbe day were then taken 


up and the report of the Women's Occi- 
dental board of for lgn mieeione was read 
by Mrs. I. M. Good it, the corresponding 
secretary. 


The report dealt chiefly with the Chi- 


nese mission in Sau Francisco, and 
stated that tho present accommodations 
are too Humll for the work that IB being 
done. The amount of money required 
to make tbe necessary improvements is 
(5000. Of this n mount $1027 have been 
Bubecnbed, David Jack of Monterey 
subscribing ?1000. Tho treasurer's re- 
port was read by Mrs. Hills, Tho synod 
vaa addressed by Mrs. I*. D. Brown, the 
president of tho board. 


The meeting adopted the following: 


"The svnod having heard the report of 
the officers of the Occidental board, ex- 
presses its high appreciation of the very 
important work done by tha women, Mid 
Us profound and

with their plans couceruiBg the new 
mission home, aud warmly commends 
thai enterprise to oil our people."
